have been around ham radios all my life. 

I grew up with my grandparents on a 
large farm in North Carolina. My grandfa- 
ther was a longtime ham who taught me 
code at a very young age. I took classes at 
the Goldsboro-Wayne ARC, and got my 
Novice ticket. At that time, you had one 
year to upgrade. This meant back to the club 
for classes.

have to be bound by a treaty. Just ask the 
Native Americans, or the Polish about trea- 
ties. But what would America be without 
the loophole? Since the inception of the 
medical waiver for Morse Code require- 
ment, the ARRL reports that over 8% of all 
license upgrades are using the waiver. BRA- 
VO!! Although that was not the intent of the 
rule, it is how the rule is written, and 
therefore how it is being used. It’s proof that 
Americans want to participate in Amateur 
Radio without using CW. And my personal 
observation has not seen an increase in poor 
operators. The foulmouthed bigots, that 
passed their code test years ago, still occupy 
75 meters. And if you think that you will see 
the rule changed to include a designator on 
a call sign, or some other tracking of per- 
sons with handicaps, no matter what the 
intent is, let’s see if you can copy this word: 
discrimination. 

Previous requirements for the Novice 
license were to be able to explain how to 
tune a tube-final transmitter, but this is no 
longer the case, and it’s easy to see why. 
There are no tube-final amplifiers available 
on the commercial market anymore, so why 
have the requirement? The same goes for 
Charlie Whiskey; it was good in its day, but 
many better things have come along. But 
the option to use it can still be there. 

If we, the Amateur Radio community, 
are to go farther as a technological innova- 
tor, and as a communication resource, then 
we are going to have to jettison this baggage 
from the past that prevents us from advanc- 
ing into the future. And we must recruit new 
members into our ranks, so that we might 
modernize our operators, just as we have 
modernized our equipment. 

Whether you enjoy operating CW, or 
you disdain it, is not the issue. The real issue 
here is, that in order for Amateur Radio to 
expand and carry on into the next century, 
we must remove this ridiculous require- 
ment from the licensing process.

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Morse Needs Kevorkian

Last month we printed an article about how Morse code is still a subject of interest on the 
Internet. This month we print another view of the code. 


hen are we going to finally put 
the CW requirement out of our 
misery? I have heard just about 


every possible argument about why we 
should still require candidates for Amateur 
Radio licensing to demonstrate the ability 
to copy Morse Code, and frankly none of 
them make any sense at all. All the require- 
ment does is discriminate, and keep other- 
wise good people out of the hobby. People 
who have quite a bit of expertise to offer, 
but are unable to, or are just 
unwilling to waste their pre- 
cious time with an antiquated 
mode of communication. After 
all, we don’t require students to know Latin 
before graduating high school anymore, 
nor is 1t mandatory that every driver on our 
highways knows how to drive a stick shift, 
but the option to do either is there if anyone 
so chooses to do so. 

That is where CW should be, an option. 
Just as it is our option to operate any of the 
other modes of communication that are 
available to us. There aren’t many guys on 
AM, but it is there for them to use if they 
choose. And if CW was optional, we could 
then restructure the HF sub-bands so that 
there would be better use of them, instead of 
having this dinosaur slothing through the 
largest portions of them. 

An interesting question about the CW 
requirement in Amateur Radio is that if no 
legitimate government agency uses it or 
requires it anymore, then why does the 
FCC, a government agency, require it to 
obtain an Amateur license? Even the Mili- 
tary Affiliate Radio System (MARS) has 
dropped CW as an official mode of commu- 


nication, and allows anyone with any class 
license, including Technician class, to op- 
erate on MARS HF frequencies. So again I 
ask, why is it still a requirement for Ama- 
teur licensing? The answer may be a bit 
more complex, but if it is an issue that keeps 
us fighting among ourselves, then perhaps 
it is succeeding in its intent. 

By constantly arguing about code or no 
code, we are not paying attention to the 
external forces that will shape, or possibly 
abolish Ham Radio. I don’t re- 
ally care how fast you can 
copy—if you can copy five 
words that’s great. Here are the 
five words: Do you have the money? Asa 
group of hobbyists we don’t have the mon- 
ey to constantly lobby the powers that con- 
trol our destiny on the airwaves. So why 
would we want to make it more difficult to 
bring new people into our ranks? In order 
for communications to occur there must be 
somebody at the other end of the string to 
hear us, so it would only stand to reason that 
we would want to have more folks in- 
volved. 

There are some who will argue from 
the point of the ITU treaty that requires 
communications below 30 MHz to be able 
to use Morse Code. This isn’t the case 
though. Anybody who owns a boat can 
equip it with, and operate HF-SSB without 
demonstrating any code proficiency, or any 
radio technical knowledge for that matter. 
All you really need is the money. 

The United States is a sovereign na- 
tion, and is free to make its own rules for the 
requirement of a radio license, and does not

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RADIO COACHES PROGRAM TO RAISE 


ELMERING TO NEW LEVEL 
The ARRL Letter, November 14, 1997 


ver the years in the pages of QST, 
() countless letters and articles have 

been written about Elmers, those 
patient, inspired souls who thoroughly en- 
joy bringing newcomers into the world of 
Amateur Radio. Now, the ARRL’s new 
Radio Coaches program takes Elmering to 
new levels. Through the Radio Coaches 
program, you and your fellow club mem- 
bers can become part of a national effort to 
better the lives of youth using Amateur 
Radio. And we’ ll provide the game plan! 

Radio Coaches stems from the kickoff 
of America’s Promise, the Alliance for 
Youth, a national campaign to improve the 
lives of the nation’s young people and put 
them on paths for brighter, more productive 
futures. As a result, the ARRL Board of 
Directors authorized the creation of the 
“Radio Coaches” program as Amateur Ra- 
dio’s commitment to youth. 

The mission will be to give young 
people an ongoing relationship with a car- 
ing adult and a marketable skill through 
effective education. Amateur Radio will be 
our chief tool. How does it work? From day 
one, we supply information to help your 
Affiliated or Special Service Club form a 
“coaching team.” Your team will build a 
relationship with a local school, communi- 
ty organization or other institution from 
which you will recruit your “athletes.” You 
will coach young people in your communi- 
ty on the basic elements of electronics and 


the magic of radio communication through 
exposure to Amateur Radio. In addition, 
you may arrange field trips to technology 
museums, radio conventions and hamfests. 
Or you may choose to introduce students to 
local businesses that use radio and electron- 
ics technology. Your job as a coach will be 
to make every member of your team more 
aware of how these experiences can lead to 
career opportunities in telecommunications. 

The ARRL will support this effort by 
providing clubs with fliers to help recruit 
youngsters, curriculum materials and other 
informational resources. While supplies last, 
the ARRL will provide 1997 ARRL Hand- 
books to participating clubs who want to 
use them with students and later donate 
them to school libraries or youth groups. 
The League also will provide youth pack- 
ages with handouts to accompany the cur- 
riculum materials. Basically, we’ll supply 
the strategy, and you'll supply the energy 
and imagination. 

Through Radio Coaches, we want to 
reinforce the idea that Amateur Radio is a 
“sport for the brain.” Ham radio provides 
not only a lifetime of enjoyment, but also, 
potentially, a lifetime career.
